Drew Stratton had just 
purchased his 2010 Mercury 
Milan from Bypass Motors 
last Friday when he was 
T-boned by another driver on 
US 127 Bypass in front of the 


Anderson Crossing Shopping 
Center. 

Stratton had only owned 
the vehicle for about 15 min¬ 
utes when it was severely 
damaged by another driver 
who reportedly ran the red 
light at the intersection in 
front of Kroger. 

Sherry Hahn, Stratton’s 
mother and a pharmacist at 
Kroger, said she thought her 


son was kidding when he told 
her he had gotten in a wreck 
until he told her to look out¬ 
side.. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said 
Hahn. “What are the chanc¬ 
es?” 

Detective Jeremy Cornish 
of the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department said Larry 
Goode, from Danville, who 
was reportedly driving a 


Chrysler 300, ran a red light 
on southbound US 127 Bypass 
and crashed into the side of 
Stratton’s car. 

Goode’s car was towed by 
Hadawreck Body Shop and 
Stratton’s vehicle was towed 
and transported to a body 
shop by Smith’s Towing. 

Cornish said the passenger 
in the Chrysler 300 was trans¬ 
ported to the UK Hospital for 


what appeared to be a minor 
seat belt and air bag related 
injury Anderson County EMS 
also assisted at the crash site. 

Hahn said she was glad her 
son was able to walk away 
from the crash unharmed. 

“I’m just happy he’s OK,” 
she said.

Bail lowered 
lor man charged

Bail was reduced last Wednes¬

Henry J. Coots, 34, 
remained behind 
bars Tuesday morn¬ 
ing after entering 
a not guilty plea to 
charges that include

arraignment last Wednesday morn¬ 
ing in Anderson District Court. 

Wearing prison garb, handcuffs 
and a large blue cross tattooed on 
his right arm, Coots asked Judge

Wyatt Perry’s first month of life 
has been a struggle, to say the least. 

The infant son of Brian and Cheryl 
Perry was born just 22 months into 


his mom’s pregnancy, has spent the 
first four weeks of his life in an incu¬ 
bator and, just before the new year, 
developed serious medical issues that 
include having meningitis in his spi¬ 
nal and brain fluids, according to his 
grandmother, Lawrenceburg resident 
Sherry Perry.

Mom who 
tied up 
daughter 
sentenced

Rebecca Medley’s husband 
openly wept Tuesday morning 
after his wife was sentenced 
to five years in prison with no 
chance of parole 
for her complicity 
in trying up their 
then-3-year-old 
daughter for up to 
16 hours a day. 

Rebecca Medley 
now joins the child’s 
grandmother, Caro¬ 
lyn Case, in prison 
after both pleaded guilty and 
received the same sentence. 

Medley’s husband, Herbert, is 
scheduled to stand trial on the 
same charge next month. 

The Medleys and Case were all 
charged with first-degree crimi¬ 
nal child abuse in September 
of 2012 for tying up the child at 
Case’s home at 1024 Terri Lane, 
following an investigation by the 
Kentucky State Police. 

On Tuesday, the couple, neither 
of whom have spent a single day 
in jail despite the felony charge, 
sat huddled together for nearly an 
hour waiting for Rebecca Medley 
to be sentenced. 

Rebecca Medley often 
appeared to be wiping tears from 
her eyes as she waited.

Car slams into home, totals two other vehicles 

Driver survives after post from Alton home's porch crashes through vehicle's sunroof

A Lawrenceburg man whose 
vehicle ran off Highway 151 and 
hit a home in Alton early Sunday 
morning is lucky to be alive. 

Gabriel Grant of 1682 Alton 
Station Road was traveling north 
when his vehicle swerved into 
the southbound lane and tore the 
front porch off a home owned by 
Jeff Ping. 

Grant’s car continued on and 
struck a telephone pole before 


hitting and totaling two vehicles 
parked at Alton Motors, Ping’s 
car dealership located next to his 
home. 

When Grant’s car finally came 
to rest, a large support post from 
the porch was sticking out of his 
car’s sunroof, just inches from 
where he was seated. 

“It just missed his head,” said 
investigating deputy Tony Likens 
of the Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

Grant was transported to an 


area hospital with what were 
reported to be only minor injuries. 
No charges are expected in the 
wreck, which witnesses said was 
likely caused by a medical issue 
with Grant. 

Ping, the homeowner, said 
he was home at the time of the 
wreck. 

“I just heard a big crash,” Ping 
said Monday afternoon. 

“The wind was blowing hard

earlier, and I though it might 
have blown down a tree.” 

Ping said no one in the 
home was injured and that 
as of Monday he had not 
received an estimate of the 
damage to his home. 

Ping’s home is just the lat¬ 
est on Highway 151 in Alton 
to be struck by vehicles. 

Although the speed limit 
through Alton is 35 mph, 
some homes along the nar¬ 
row state highway are just 
feet off its shoulder. 

That includes Ping’s 
home. 

“Mine is the closest to the 
road, but that’s the first time 
I’ve been hit,” he said. “It has 
always been a concern. 

A couple living next door 
said they share his concern. 

“Our bed sits right there,” 
said one of the neighbors, 
standing just off Highway 
151 and pointing to the out¬ 
side wall of their bedroom. 

“I said a few weeks ago we 
should move the bed away 
from there. Now, we’re going 
to.” 

Responding to the wreck 
were Anderson County Fire 
and EMS along with the 
Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office.

Convicted felon jailed 
for pointing gun at wife 
on Christmas morning

A Lawrenceburg man is 
being held on $10,000 cash 
bail for alleg¬ 
edly point- 
ing a loaded 
handgun at 
his wife on 
Christmas 
morning. 

Jeffrey 

Brewer, 49, g 

of 1300 Dry 
Dock Road 
pleaded not guilty to 
charges that include first- 
degree wanton endanger- 
ment and possession of a 
firearm by convicted felon 
during his arraignment 
last Wednesday morning in 
Anderson District Court. 

Judge Betty Springate 
kept his previously set bail 
at $10,000 at the urging of 
County Attorney Bobbi Jo 
Lewis. 

“This case involves a 
domestic situation and a 
gun, which is obviously 
very troublesome,” Lewis 
said during Brewer’s 
arraignment. 


“That is very trouble¬ 
some,” said Springate, who 
set Brewer’s next court 
appearance for Jan. 8. 

Brewer was arrested by 
deputy Chad Cox of the 
Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office on a warrant around 
6:20 p.m. Christmas day at 
a location on East Wood¬ 
ford Street, police reports 
show. 

Cox’s report says that 
Brewer pointed the hand¬ 
gun at his wife during a 
verbal altercation, “causing 
the victim to fear for her 
life.” 

The report also says that 
a criminal history check 
on Brewer revealed that 
he pleaded guilty in 1988 
to a second-degree robbery 
charge in Fayette County, 
making him a convicted 
felon in possession of a 
firearm. 

Brewer’s wife told police 
he had been in possession 
of the handgun “for the 
past couple of months.”

Betty Springate to reduce 
what was a $10,000 cash bond 
due to medical reasons. 

Springate said she had read 
the complaint against Coots 
but, because of his low risk 
level, reduced his bond to 


$5,000 cash. 

“If you make bond, you’ll 
have absolutely no contact 
with the victim,” Springate 
warned. 

When Springate asked 
Coots if he things he will be 
able to make the bond, Coots 
simply shook his head no. 

Springate also ordered 
Coots to wear a monitoring 
device if he posts bond. 


Coots “coerced the juvenile 
male into drinking several 
shots of vodka with him in 
order to get [him] intoxicated” 
while at his residence, located 
at 1101/2 Arnett Ave., Frank¬ 
fort, according to a report 
filed by Sgt. Chris Beach of 
the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department. 

The juvenile left Coots’ 
residence and went to his 


grandparents’ on Lynn Drive 
in Lawrenceburg. 

Coots then entered the 
juvenile’s residence illegally, 
police said, with the “intent of 
having sex with the juvenile.” 

A grandparent at the Lynn 
Drive residence asked Coots to 
leave several times, according 
to the report. 

When police arrived, 

Beach reported that Coots had 


a “strong odor of an alcoholic 
beverage up on his breath 
and about his person, slurred 
speech, bloodshot watery eyes 
and was unable to maintain 
his balance,” according to the 
police report. 

Coots was arrested Dec. 23 
around 1:40 a.m.

and he has developed pneu¬ 
monia in it,” Perry said Mon¬ 
day morning. “He’s now on 
a breathing 
machine.” 

Perry said 
the child’s 
parents are 
“holding up 
best they can,” 
but are facing 
mounting med¬ 
ical bills and 
travel expenses 
while their 
child fights for 
his life at the 
University of 
Louisville Hospital. 

The grandmother has sent 
up an account at Century 
Bank in Lawrenceburg, and 
says the family needs all the 
prayers it can receive, along 
with donations. 


“They have insurance but 
it only pays 80 percent,” Perry 
said. “It will be a doozy of a 
medical bill and his mom’s 
off work, so they only have 
one income coming in. 

“We pray every day that 
he will be OK, 
and ask that if 
anyone wishes 
to help out this 
family, they 
will.” 

The child’s 
father, Brian, 
is a native 
of Anderson 
County but has 
since moved to 
Shelby ville. He 
and his wife, 
Cheryl, have 
to drive to Lou¬ 
isville every day to be with 
their son, including transport¬ 
ing breast milk for the child. 

“They freeze it at the hos¬ 
pital and will use that to feed 
him when he’s well enough to 
be fed,” she said. 


This isn’t the first time 
the family has been in crisis. 
In 2009, the child’s father 
was seriously injured when a 


horse and buddy he was in on 
Paxton Ridge Road crashed, 
resulting in serious head inju¬ 
ries. 

“He’s made a 100 percent 


recovery,” Sherry Perry said.

Once her case was 
called by Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Hickman, 
Rebecca Medley stood 
silently as Hickman 
imposed her sentence. 
She was immediately 
lead away by Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Depu¬ 
ties and taken into cus¬ 
tody. 

Herbert Medley 
watched in silence as his 
wife was sentenced, but 
when she was removed 
he sat with his hands 
covering his face and 
wept. 

Rebecca Medley was 


scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced last month but 
was granted a delay due 
to a medical procedure. 

On Tuesday, her attor¬ 
ney questioned Hick¬ 
man about the need 
for yet another medical 
procedure, but Hick¬ 
man told the attorney 
she would have to take 
that issue up with the 
Administrative Office of 
the Courts. 

The girl was tied 
up on a bed at Case’s 
residence at 1024 Terri 
Lane from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. each day, according 
to documents on file in 
Anderson Circuit Court. 
She was also tied to the 
bed for a two-hour nap, 
and spent an additional 


four hours tied up for 
discipline, according to 
the documents. She was 
also tied up to a booster 
seat in a kitchen chair 
for up to an hour a day 
for discipline. 

The girl was tied up 
with a curtain sash by 
lacing it through the 
arm holes in her shirt 
and behind her back. It 
was then fastened to the 
bed using a large horse 
collar safety pin, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 
The sash was also used 
to tie her to a kitchen 
chair. 

Case, the grand¬ 
mother, told investigat¬ 
ing troopers with the 
Kentucky State Police 
that the girl “spent more 


time tied up than free,” 
according to documents. 
Case also told investiga¬ 
tors that she was tied 
up because she was 
“getting out of bed and 
getting into things,” and 
that she was trying to 
“get out of the residence 
when everyone was 
asleep.” 

Case added that the 
girl’s mother, Rebecca 
Medley, “would tie [the 
girl] up very tightly and 
that [her] movement 
was very impaired and 
she was not able to 
escape.” 

The girl was being 
tied up from June 1 
through Aug. 3 of 2012, 
when a child protective 
services worker alerted 
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the state police. 

Troopers arrived at 
Case’s residence where 
she admitted tying up 
the girl and showed 
them the curtain sash 
and bed. 

Herbert Medley told 
police he knew about 


the girl being tied up 
but “felt he could not 
ell anyone because Case 
had threatened to kick 
them out of the resi¬ 
dence.”

Huge crowd on hand as public officials sworn in

Several hundred 
people kicked off their 
New Year’s Eve parties 
a bit early last Wednes¬ 
day when they packed 
the county courthouse 
to watch public officials 
sworn in to their new 
offices for 2015. 

The crowd, consid¬ 
ered one of the largest to 
attend a swearing-in cer¬ 
emony in recent memory, 
cheered and clapped as 
they welcomed a new 
judge-executive, mayor 
and a pair of judges to 
their new positions. 

New Family Court 
Judge Marie Hellard, the 
first Anderson County 
resident to be elected to a 
judge’s seat since the late 
Ollie Bowen served as a 
District Court judge in the 
early 1980s, was the first 
sworn in and drew what 
was perhaps the largest 
ovation of the day. 

After administering 
Hellard’s oath of office, 
Circuit Court Judge 
Charles Hickman helped 
her don her black robe for 
the first time followed by 
Hellard turning to face 
the cheering crowd as she 
raised her hands to wave. 

“It was exciting beyond 
belief,” Hellard said after¬ 
ward, noting the crowd 
was at least twice the size 
of the one that witnessed 
a similar ceremony days 
earlier in Spencer County. 
“It’s been a long hard year 
and it was just amazing 
to have so many people 
there to support me.” 

Hellard, who unseated 
John David Myles to rep¬ 
resent Anderson, Shelby 
and Spencer counties, was 
one of a number of new¬ 
comers elected in Novem¬ 
ber. 

“There’s a lot of excite¬ 
ment in the air,” she said. 
“There really is. A lot of 
changes are being made 
and it’s just an exciting 
time. I think it’s a new 
day in Anderson County, I 
really do.” 

New Lawrenceburg 
Mayor Sandy Goodlett 
seemed equally excited 
when his turn came. 
Joined before Hickman by

No office for Hellard another bad decision by state

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Newly minted Fam¬ 
ily Court Judge Marie 
Hellard raised her arms 
and pumped 
her fists to the 
delight of several 
hundred people 
who were busy 
giving her what 
proved to be one 
of Wednesday’s 
loudest ovations 
during swearing- 
in ceremonies at 
the county court¬ 
house. 

As loath as I 
am to toss a wet 
blanket on that 
party, I’m going to do it any¬ 
way because, as usual, when 
it comes to judicial issues it 
appears Ander¬ 
son County 
once again is 
poised to take it 
in the shorts. 

Anderson 
County has 
waited 30-plus 
years to have 
one of its resi¬ 
dents elected 
as a judge, the 
last being Ollie 
Bowen who 
served as a 
District Court 
judge in the 
early 1980s. 

The reason, 
of course, is 
because we are 
perennially Shelby County’s 
little sister in terms of size 
and folks there have had a 
near monopoly on electing 
judges. 

Now that we’ve overcome 
that obstacle and put one 
of our own in office, along 
comes the state’s Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts 
(AOC, for short) and declares 
that Hellard can’t have her 
office in Lawrenceburg 
and must operate out of 
Shelbyville. 

That’s a stupid decision 
and I’ll explain why in a 
moment. 

First, if you don’t care 
where Hellard’s office is 
located, here’s why you 
should. 

Hellard for years has been 
Anderson County’s trial com¬ 


missioner, a position granted 
to Anderson County because 
we don’t have (until now) an 
elected judge. 

Among other things, a trial 
commissioner signs off on 
emergency protective orders, 
that thin sheet of paper that 
often serves as the only pro¬ 
tection for a woman fresh off 
a beating from the mouth 
breather who doubles as her 
husband or boyfriend. 

Now, when a woman 
shows up with a busted lip 
and needs a protective order, 
police will have to hightail 
that paperwork over the 
Shelbville for a judge’s signa¬ 
ture, leaving the woman in 
limbo that much longer and 
the mouth breather more 
time to run. 

Hellard can 
still sign off 
on nights and 
weekends, 
which is good 
but not good 
enough. 

The reason, 
or so I’m told, 
that AOC isn’t 
giving her an 
office here 
is that one 
already exists 
in Shelbyville 
and there’s 
no reason to 
spend the extra 
money. 

Normally I’d 
salute any state 
agency that takes the tax¬ 
payer into account but that 
excuse is just that, an excuse. 

A couple of weeks ago, 

AOC rejected bids from local 
companies that lease office 
space. That it rejected those 
bids after asking for them 
isn’t nearly as big a surprise 
as the fact that AOC asked for 
bids in the first place. 

With the county clerk’s 
office now up and running 
just down the street, AOC now 
has full run of the county 
courthouse and certainly 
could have found adequate 
space for Hellard and her 
secretary to work right there, 
saving her the daily com¬ 
mute to Shelbyville and giv¬ 
ing local police much easier 
daytime access to have search 
warrants and other legal 


documents signed. 

Of course that would make 
too much sense, particularly 
for a state agency. 

S peaking of being sworn 
in... 

That ceremony is one 
I attend nearly every time it 
occurs and this was by far the 
most celebratory I’ve seen. 

The place was jammed 
with well-wishers and fam¬ 
ily members eager to see 
the person they helped elect 
administered his or her oath 
of office. 

It was also fairly fun 
watching how excited several 
of them were when being 
sworn in. P\A Brian Stivers 
smiled through the entire 
thing and Mayor Sandy Good- 
lett looked as proud as any 
man I’ve ever seen. And, not 


for nothing, watching all of 
the deputies take their oath 
at once is pretty cool. 

Aside from a high school 
football or basketball game 
(when the teams are good, 
that is) not much these days 
seems to generate a lot of 
civic pride. People are largely 
tired of government at every 
level and generally don’t give 
a rip what it does, provided it 
doesn’t do it to them. 

Wednesday’s event — and 
election night at the clerk’s 
office — are still able to make 
people sit up a little straight- 
er, puff their chests out a 
little farther and think a little 
deeper about what an honor 
it remains to live in a country 
where we, the people, elect 
our leaders. 


S peaking of leaders... 
Count me among 
those eagerly awaiting 
word on a new chief from the 
Anderson County Fire Dis¬ 
trict’s Board of Directors. 

Of course finding someone 
to replace Mike Barnes won’t 
be easy, but there’s no doubt 
the board is taking its time 
and working to find the right 
person.

Debunking myth of gender roles 



Figuring out use-by dates 


I was deeply saddened to hear about 
the suicide of transgender Ohio teen 
Josh Alcorn who renamed himself 
Leelah. 

The 17-year-old reportedly died after 
being hit by a tractor- 
trailer while walking 
along a highway near her 
home Sunday, Dec. 28. Her 
suicide note had more 
than 200,000 shares on 
tumblr. 

In the note, Alcorn said 
at the age of 14, she found 
out she was transgender, 
but her parents reacted 
negatively. Alcorn was 
taken to a variety of Christian thera¬ 
pists, did not receive consent for gender 
transitioning on her 16th birthday 
and felt she had no other options than 
to commit suicide. She pleaded with 
readers “my death needs to mean some¬ 
thing. My death needs to be counted in 
the number of transgender people who 
commit suicide this year. Fix society.” 

I can’t say that I understand Alcorn’s 
struggles. Though I haven’t walked in 
her shoes, I do know that I know our 
social constructs of gender in America 
are totally bogus. 

Don’t believe me? Explain to me 
what it means to be masculine? Tell me 
what it means to be feminine? 

There is no concrete answer for 
either other than they are relational. 
The only real definition we know is 
masculinity is the opposite of feminin¬ 
ity and vice versa. 

We are socialized that women and 
men behave a certain way. It starts in 
childhood where the boys play cowboys 
and Indians and the girls with their 
Easy Bake ovens. Did you know the 
first words Barbie ever said in 1992 was 
“math is hard”? 

These behaviors are reinforced by 
our peers and there is punishment for 
those that color outside the gender 
ascribed lines. 

Men that aren’t masculine are criti¬ 
cized and called “gay” or something sim¬ 
ilar. For example, in a 2001 interview, 
rapper Eminem explained what he 
meant by the usage of the term “faggot” 
in his songs. He said it was commentary 
on gender and not sexuality “the lowest 
degrading thing you can say to a man is 
to call him a faggot. Faggot means tak¬ 
ing away your manhood.” 


Likewise, if a woman takes on mas¬ 
culine characteristics they are often 
identified as a lesbian. If a woman had 
a career, her success often made her 
viewed as less feminine. 

We have expectations of men and 
women’s roles. To this day, if I attend a 
new church with my husband, people 
still ask “oh, are you a stay-at-home 
mom?” despite having no children 
in tow. Nothing against stay-at-home 
mothers. They have my respect for hav¬ 
ing the toughest job out there, but I’d 
never look at any woman and assume 
she’s a stay home mom anymore than 
I’d look at a man and assume he’s the 
primary breadwinner of his household. 

I feel like society has come so far 
since the 1950s “Leave It to Beaver” 
nuclear family stereotype, but there is 
still much work to be done. 

I want it to be more acceptable for 
fathers to show emotion, hug and love 
on their children in public. I want to see 
more PTA dads. I want to see the dad’s 
phenomenal cupcakes at the school 
bake sale. I welcome the day when men 
like Greg Focker in “Meet the Parents” 
won’t be laughed at and mocked for tak¬ 
ing up a career in nursing rather than 
becoming a doctor. 

I want to see more female engineers, 
managers, doctors, etc. I want to see 
more female mechanics like Marisa 
Tomei’s character in “My Cousin Vinny,” 
who wowed people with general car 
and tire tracks knowledge. I want to see 
more plus-sized models. But mostly, I 
want to see more women that can “have 
it all” with a successful career and a 
family. 

What’s just as sad to me about this 
teen’s suicide is the concepts of gen¬ 
der she was trying to conform aren’t 
real. Alcorn wanted to die because she 
couldn’t be accepted as a woman and 
couldn’t successfully be what a man is 
“supposed” to be like. 

Who decides what box women and 
men are supposed to fit into to? I want 
to blow up the box. 

No matter what your views on homo¬ 
sexuality, transgender, etc., can’t we all 
agree that we’d be better off if we loved 
each other more? Sometimes that may 
mean staring at your child and saying, 

“I don’t get it, but I still love you any¬ 
way.”

Many of us are familiar with 
the “sell-by,” “best if used by” and 
“use-by” dates that 
appear on food prod¬ 
ucts. These dates are 
expiration dates that 
provide information 
on the quality of 
products purchased. 

Many consumers 
do not use or throw 
away products that 
have passed these 
dates. Knowing what 
these dates mean 
help consumers make 
better decisions on 
product quality, product safety, 
what to keep, what to toss and 
when. 

Types of dates 

The sell-by date lets the store 
know how long it should display 
a product for sale. It is best to buy 
food products before this date 
expires. 

The best if used by or best 
before date is the date recom¬ 
mended for best flavor or quality 
of the product. This is not a pur¬ 
chase by or safety date. If you have 
food in the refrigerator or in home 
storage and these dates expire, the 
food item should still be safe to 
use. However, the quality of the 
product begins to decline after this 


date. 

The use-by date is the last date 
recommended for the use of the 
product for peak quality. This date, 
determined by the manufacturer, 
refers to best quality and not 
safety dates. Products that pass 
the use-by date are still safe to use 
if handled properly and kept at 
a temperature of 40 degree F or 
below. 

The “closed or coded dates” are 
packing numbers used by the 
manufacturer of the food product. 

Because the product dates are 
not a good indication of whether 
or not the product is safe the fol¬ 
lowing guidelines should help you 
tell how long foods can be stored 
and whether food is still at its best 
quality. 

Purchase food products before 
the expiration date. 

Store perishable foods at the 
correct temperature immediately 
after purchase. 

If perishable foods are frozen 
when in a good condition and the 
date expires while the food is fro¬ 
zen, the food is still safe for use. 
Foods keep frozen continually are 
safe for a long time but the quality 
may suffer.

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School district poised to oppose higher electricity rates 


Superintendent to ask board to help fund KSBA effort Absentee rates improve following Christmas break 

Attendance rates were back to mostly normal when students returned to school Monday 
from their Christmas break, according to Superintendent Sheila Mitchell. 

A nasty strain the flu that pushed absentee rates to nearly 20 percent forced the district to 
call off school two days before the break. 

On Monday, Mitchell said overall attendance Monday was at 94.63 percent and above 95 
for staff. 

She said attendance at Emma B. Ward Elementary was at 94.6; the high school was 93.16 
and the middle school was 96.1. 

"We're glad to be back and have well students and staff,"she said.

After spending the past 
five years trimming an esti¬ 
mated $1 million off of the 
school district’s 
utility bills, 

Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell 
doesn’t want 
to see some of 
those savings 
evaporate due 
to higher elec¬ 
tric rates being 
proposed by 
Kentucky Utilities. 

If those rates go into effect 
later this year, Mitchell said 
the impact on the district’s 
budget could be as much 
as $82,000 annually, money 


she says isn’t in the district’s 
budget. 

“This is a surprise, unfor¬ 
tunately not a good surprise,” 
said Mitchell. 

On Monday, Mitchell con¬ 
firmed she intends to ask 
the Anderson County Board 
of Education to help fund 
an effort by the Kentucky 
School Board Association 
(KSBA) to either keep the 
rates the district pays the 
same, or only increase them 
slightly 

Mitchell said she will ask 
the board during its Jan. 

12 meeting to contribute 
between $300 and $495 to 
the association, which has 
already enlisted a number of 
other districts in the effort 


that will include representing 
them during Public Service 
Commission hearings on the 
proposed rate increases. 

The meeting begins at 7 
p.m. and is open to the public. 

“This would be a financial 
burden on the school district 
and we have worked very 
hard to conserve energy and 
keep out costs down,” Mitch¬ 
ell said. 


Mitchell said Anderson 
and 83 other districts that 
purchase electricity from 
Kentucky Utilities are faced 
with proposed increases for 
each kilowatt hour used 
that range between 9.7 and 
18 percent. At 9.7, she said 
the increase would cost the 
district nearly $45,000 a year, 
based on Kentucky Utility 
bills that totaled just under 


$460,000 during the past 
year. An 18 percent increase 
would cost $82,000. 

She said the money she’s 
asking the board to approve 
would go into what she said 
is KSBA’s $35,000 “interven¬ 
tion fund,” which includes 
legal representation and 
professional witnesses dur¬ 
ing the Public Service Com¬ 
mission’s hearings. Mitchell 
said KSBA has been success¬ 
ful in the past at staving off 
rate increases for school dis¬ 
tricts and hopes it will be able 
to do so again. 

“I’m going to recommend 
that we participate,” she said, 
“and I hope KSBA is success¬ 
ful like they were last time.”

Lawrenceburg teen raising funds to visit North Korea, run in 10K race

It appears no one 
wants Lawrenceburg’s 
Duncan Adams to travel 
to North Korea, so he’s 
going anyway. 

“My family thinks 
I’m crazy, but they’re 
warming up to it a bit,” 
said Adams, an 18-year- 
old freshman at Ken¬ 
tucky State University 
who graduated from 
Anderson County High 
School last year. 

His family might 
be warming up to the 
idea, but the US State 
Department certainly 
isn’t. It issued a stern 
warning last year about 
traveling to North Korea 
amid growing tensions 
between its government 
and the West that were 
exacerbated in late 2014 
over FBI claims that 
the country hacked the 
computers of a Holly¬ 
wood film studio. 

Adams is aware of 
those admonitions but is 
confident that his travel 
there to participate in 
a 10-kilometer race and 
other activities is per¬ 
fectly legal and safe. 

“If you’re a tourist, 
you’re treated like a 
king there,” Adams said. 
“You have to go there 


with a tour group, so I’m 
getting there legally. You 
definitely get treated 
very well.” 

Safe and legal is one 
thing, but when pressed 
on why he would want 
to travel to North Korea 
in the first place, Adams, 
who was featured in 
The Anderson News as 
one of 2013’s five most 
interesting people in 
Anderson County, said 
the reason is fairly 


simple. 

“I want to do some¬ 
thing awesome,” he said. 
“I found out it was legal 
to go and thought to 
myself I’m going to do 
this one day. 

“It will either be in 
2015 or 16 and, if I can 
pull this off, I’m going to 
do it.” 

Pulling it off will 
require a fair amount of 
cash, which Duncan said 
he hopes to raise in sev¬ 


eral ways including via 
an online crowd funding 
method called GoFund¬ 
Me, which allows donors 
to contribute money to 
numerous individual 
causes. 

“I need a total of 
$3,500 for everything,” 
Adams said, adding that 
he will donate 25 per¬ 
cent of what he raises 
through crowd funding 
to God’s Food Pantry, 
which is affiliated with 
the Open Hands Food 
Pantry in Fawrence- 
burg. 

To contribute to his 
GoFundMe page, visit 
www.gofundme.com/ 
northkorea2015. 

Adams said he will 
also attempt to collect 
money through the sale 
of candy along with a 
$500 grant from Ken¬ 
tucky State University, 
where he is working 
toward a degree in lib¬ 
eral arts and English. 

Adams said he plans 
to visit North Korea in 
April, which is when 
the 10k race is run in 
the nation’s capitol of 
Pyongyang. 

“It’s a mysterious 
place, to say the least, 
and the atmosphere 
of running in front of 
50,000 spectators, mostly 
North Koreans, would 


be unimaginable. 

“How awesome would 
that be?” 

April is also when the 
country celebrates the 
birthday of Kim Il-Sung, 
the communist leader of 
North Korea from 1948 
until his death in 1994, 
according to informa¬ 
tion available at www. 
britannica.com. He was 
the country’s premier 
from 1948 to 1972, chair¬ 
man of its dominant 
Korean Workers’ Party 
from 1949, and president 
and head of state from 
1972. He invaded South 
Korea in 1949, sparking 
the 

He was also the 
father of Kim Jung Ill, 
who seized control of 
the government in 1980 
before relinquishing 
that control to his son, 
Kim Jung-Un, the coun¬ 
try’s current ruler. 

All have a sordid his¬ 
tory as ruthless dicta¬ 
tors, a fact not lost on 
Adams who said his trip 
in no way a show of sup¬ 
port. 

“I don’t sympathize 
with them at all,” he 
said. “They’re dictators 
and there’s not much 
good to say about them. 
If people think this 
means I’m in some way 
supporting them, that’s 


a stretch. 

“The North Korean 
people need an influ¬ 
ence other than their 
government, and tour¬ 
ism is part of democracy. 
The dictator wants them 
to have no other influ¬ 
ence, and I’m surprised 
he lets people in because 
doing so chips away at 
his power.” 

As for being safe, 
Adams said that because 
he’s a with a tour group, 
he will be treated well. 

“You don’t have free 
reign,” he said. “If you 
do something you’re not 
supposed to do, like wan¬ 
der off from your tour 
guide, the tour guide 
will get in trouble. 

“If you follow the 
rules, it will be safe.” 

The US State Depart¬ 
ment says that’s not 
always the case. In a 
travel warning released 
last year, the depart¬ 
ment warns that North 
Korean authorities have 
arrested US citizens who 
entered the country 
legally with valid visas, 
and that the country 
has “arbitrarily detained 
citizens,” including those 
who were part of orga¬ 
nized tours.

Lawrenceburg store a sacred, spiritual space for natural healing’

Pam Giles, owner of 
Antiques, Uniques &. Meta¬ 
physics, considers her store a 
space to share her two main 
passions in life: collectibles 
and natural healing. 

Though Giles has owned 
several antiques stores over 
the years in different loca¬ 
tions including Danville, 
Springfield and Harrodsburg, 
she decided to make this store 
different, adding a metaphys¬ 
ics twist. The back of the 
store is lined with colorful 
gemstones, incense and large 
glass jars filled with herbs. 

Giles is a certified spiritual 
counselor and Reiki master 
who also uses herbology and 
crystal therapies in her natu¬ 
ral healing practices. 

She explained that Reiki 
is a healing technique to 
channel energy through her 
hands, which helps with 
chakra alignment and proper 
energy flow. Giles said she 
was practicing Reiki long 
before she knew what it was 
called. 

“My grandmother used to 
just call it ‘the touch,”’ she 
said. “There is nothing more 
healing than touch.” 

Giles’ healing techniques 
are passed down from her 
grandfather, grandmother 
and great aunt who began 
teaching her at the age of 
4. Her grandfather, John, 
was half Cherokee and her 
grandmother, Marion, and 
great aunt, Irene, were Ger¬ 
man.

Some popular stones she 
utilizes are hematite, jasper, 
quartz and crystals, but Giles 
said Himalayan salt is her 
favorite. 

“It’s great for people with 
breathing problems. It won’t 
let dust and dander float in 
the air,” she said. “It’s also 
meat cook with it. It’s fan¬ 


tastic for people with heart 
problems.” 

When it comes to herbol- 
ogy, Giles said she could write 
a book alone of the differ¬ 
ent healing properties of 
herbs. She’s been practicing 
herbology for 40 years and 
likes to find natural rem¬ 
edies for common ailments. 
For examnle. Giles said she 


knows plenty of people who 
are on diuretics but they can 
have damaging affects on the 
liver. Dandelion root tea is a 
natural diuretic that’s full of 
potassium and doesn’t harm 
the liver. 

“There’s an herb for 
everything from weight 
loss to stress, headaches and 
migraines,” she said. 

Lavender is Giles’ favorite 
natural herb 
because it has 
so many practi¬ 
cal uses includ¬ 
ing treating 
burns, stress, 
headaches and 
migraines. 

“Lavender is 
just fantastic,” 
she said. “It can 
be made into 
tea, for a sooth¬ 
ing bath or 
under the nose 
for headaches.” 

Since no two 
people respond 
to natural rem¬ 
edies the same way, Giles said 
it’s all tailored specifically 
to the individuals needs and 
what works best for them. 

“I’m against judgment. 
Even if people come in her 
with a negative attitude, 
there’s a reason,” she said. “It’s 
my job to turn the mirror 
around and help people deal 
with what they see.” 

Giles has been married 
to her husband, Don, for 26 
years who she describes as 
her soul mate. 

Don Giles, a professor of 
philosophy and religion at 
St. Catharine College, said 
he understands that helping 
people is his wife’s mission in 
life.

Police, coroner, 911 Dispatch 
purchase $450 worth of groceries 
for woman who was out of food

Steve Votaw, chief deputy of the 
Anderson County Coroner’s Office, 
says he speaks with his friend Shelby 
Phillips weekly, but when he spoke to 
her the Saturday before Christmas, he 
could sense something was wrong by 
the tone of her voice. Phillips told him 
it was the end of the month, and she 
was out of food. 

As a senior on a fixed income, Phil¬ 
lips said she can pay her rent and 
utilities but little else. She said she 
only receives $90 each month in food 
stamps. 

It only took two hours from when 
Votaw called Lawrenceburg Police 
Department Detective Jeremy Cornish 
to have $450 worth of donated gro¬ 
ceries through the combined efforts 
of the police department, Anderson 
County Coroner’s Office and 911 Dis¬ 
patch Center. 

Cornish, Lt. Mike Schell and officer 
Kenny Goodlett did all the shopping. 
Filling the backseat of a cruiser, the 
three assisted Votaw in dropping off 
the donations to fill Phillip’s pantry 
just in time for the holidays. 

“These angels came to my door, and 
I just cried and cried. I’m not used to 
that,” said Phillips. 

Little did Phillips know, while Votaw 
was on the phone with her and she 
was listing the items she was out of, he 
was making a grocery list. 

“All I did was make the call,” said 
Votaw. “I was impressed at how quickly 
they all came through.” 

Cornish said he recalled Phillips’ 
late daughter, Teresa, who would stop 
by the police department on a weekly 
basis with baked goods and treats. 
Teresa, an Amish Christian romance 
author better known as Sicily Yoder, 


died from a flu-related illness in 
March. 

“She was a good lady. She called us 
her angels,” said Cornish. “We wanted 
her (Phillips) to have a giant Christmas 
dinner on us.” 

Votaw said this act shows that the 
“tender hearted” side the public doesn’t 
often see of the police department. 

“They do a lot more than police 
work; they care about the community,” 
he said. 

Cornish, Schell, Goodlett and Votaw 
agreed that the best part was seeing 
Phillips’ face and her tears of joy. 


“It was the true meaning of Christ¬ 
mas,” said Schell. “It’s better to give 
than receive.” 

It was a blessing that Phillips wasn’t 
expecting, but she said she was grate¬ 
ful. She said Votaw has been a great 
comfort to her since the devastating 
and unexpected loss of her daughter. 

“I had no idea God would send me 
all of those angels,” she said. “Steve 
stuck by me. Me and Steve will always 
be buddies.”

New Years resolu¬ 
tions are usually 
about as effective as a 
middle school team try¬ 
ing to score on Willie 
Cauley-Stein and com¬ 
pany 

It might happen, you 
know, but, really now 
So, with that in mind, 

I refrained from making 
any sports resolutions this year and 
decided to think about what I would 
change if I had a magic wand to make 
everything right. 

I would get students back to high 
school sporting events. 

This is not just an Anderson County 
issue, but one just about everywhere 
I go and it has been a gradual decline 
over the last 20 years or more. 

In talking with writers around the 
area, I hear many of the same stories. 

Over those same years, Anderson 
County has taken pride in large home 
crowds and a loud and rowdy student 
section at basketball games and right¬ 
ly so. Two years ago, I did a column on 
the “loud and rowdy” student section 
at Anderson County games. 

But so far this year, the loud and 
rowdy group has been a very small 
core of students. It was the same in 
football. The ones who are there are 
great, but when only a handful shows 
up and the drop being so sudden 
makes you wonder. 

Saturday’s game against Collins 
saw a decent community turnout, 
especially for a Saturday night game, 
but only a handful of students. 

Still, that was better than the 
previous home game against Beech- 
wood when I counted 14 people in 
the Anderson student section. Five of 
them had gray hair, so I would assume 
they were not current students. 

OK, we will grant that was an 
extreme and the game did come the 
day after Christmas, which can be a 
tough time on crowds. 

Why the drop? I wish I knew. I 
have heard a bunch of explanations, 
most of which have some credence. 

What I do hope the Anderson stu¬ 
dent section proves me wrong Friday 
night when the Bearcats host Shelby 
County. Anderson’s season could be 
up-and-down, but high school sports 
are just so much more fun when stu¬ 
dents are there in droves, wearing silly 
outfits and coming up with creative 
cheers. 

Plus, there is the pride factor. Last 
fall, when the Anderson football team 
traveled to South Oldham - regular- 
season game, not the playoff game 
played in sub-freezing temperatures 
- the Dragon students were absolutely 
awesome, filling one end of the stands 
and all wearing the school’s green and 
silver colors. 

The hope here is the school and 
some student leaders come up with 
some solutions - lower ticket prices for 
students? - to recapture the same at 
Anderson County. 

Chances of it happening: Even. It’s 
ultimately up to the kids. 

I woidd rethink the interpretations 
of Title IX that mandates ridicidous 
scheduling. 

Let’s get one thing clear from the 
outset: Title IX is one of the best piec¬ 
es of legislation to come out of Wash¬ 
ington in my lifetime. The intent is 
to make sure all people have equal 
opportunities. 

When it comes to sports, it would 
mean girls would have the same 
opportunities to play as boys. The 
days of girls’ participation in athletics 
being limited to cheerleading or keep¬ 
ing stats are long gone. So, too, are the 
days of girls’ teams wearing screen 
print T-shirts and short pants while 
the boys got actual uniforms. 

If you need proof that happened, 
check out just about any high school 
yearbook from the early 1970s. 

Making sure opportunities are the 
same is good. That’s how it should be. 

However, over the last few years, 
some genius decided to tinker with 
scheduling so all play at about the 
same time. It shows up in basketball 
more than any other sport. 

What it amounts to is schools have 
to make sure they have as many 
“prime time games” - translation: Fri¬ 
day night or all day Saturday - for the 
girls as they for the boys. 

In theory it sounds good. In reality, 
it is nothing more than political cor¬ 
rectness going haywire. Again.

CATS CAN'T CLIMB FROM DEEP HOLE

Just about anything 
you would want to know 
about the current edition 
of Anderson County bas¬ 
ketball could have been 
learned in 32 minutes of 
action Saturday night. 

Collins, a 30 th District 
foe, handed the home¬ 
standing Bearcats a 60-52 
loss that demonstrated that 
Anderson could be multiple 
degrees of good and bad - 
along with several levels in 
between - all in the same 
game. 

Unable to get anything 
going offensively for three 
quarters, the Bearcats were 
looking at 47-28 deficit with 
5:30 to play, only to pull 
within a basket with 41 
ticks left. Collins, however, 
hit 5-of-6 free throws down 
the stretch to seal the win. 

“You have to give the 
kids credit for never giving 
in,” said Anderson coach 
Glen Drury, who saw his 
team fall to 6-5 and 0-1 in 
district play. “When you 
shoot the ball as bad as we 
did and stay within striking 
distance, you have got some 
competitive kids.” 

Collins improved to 8-5 
and 2-0. 

To say Anderson shot 
poorly is a major under¬ 
statement. The Bearcats 
hit just over 28 percent (18- 
of-63) from the field, yet 
pulled within 55-52 when

Austin Cummins sank a 
pair of free throws at the 
41-second mark. 

But the Bearcats dug 
themselves into an insur¬ 
mountable hole, never 


leading and scoring just 
26 points in the first three 
quarters. “Then we scored 
26 in the fourth,” Drury 
said with a bit of amaze¬ 
ment. 


“Coach Drury always 
has his kids playing harder 
and tougher than any other 
team, regardless of their

29-2 spree finishes Bears 
in district contest

The scoreboard was not 
the problem for the Ander¬ 
son County girls’ basketball 
team Saturday afternoon. 

More at issue was how 
Spencer County had 
invaded the Lady Bearcats’ 
domain and had taken an 
8-7 lead less than three 
minutes into the 30 th Dis¬ 
trict contest. 

“They got the first three 
loose balls,” Anderson coach 
Clay Birdwhistell said. 

“That is just not how we 
play the game.... We have to 
play a certain way in order 
to be successful and we had 
not been doing that.” 

There were no sideline 
histrionics from the rookie 
coach. Nor were there 
timeouts reflecting a hint 
of panic. Anderson stayed 
with its normal rotation, 
but those bench sessions 
and the words that accom¬ 
panied them did the trick. 

The Lady Bearcats went 
on a 29-2 scoring spree, tak¬ 
ing control of what would 
eventually become a 68-32 
win. The Lady Bearcats 
took their fourth straight 
game and continued their 
mastery of Spencer, which 


has not beaten Anderson 
since the 2001-02 season. 

Most importantly, Ander¬ 
son evened its district 


record at 1-1 and improved 
to 8-6 overall. Spencer fell 
to 6-8,0-2 in district play. 
Fittingly, it was a three- 


pom ter from Corrm Rob¬ 
inson that gave Anderson 
the lead for good. Robinson 
drilled a long-ball that 
put Anderson up 11-8 at 
the mid-point of the first 
quarter. Sammy Rogers and 
Mia Aldridge followed with 
threes to push Anderson to 
a 19-10 advantage and the 
onslaught was on. 

Anderson extended the 
lead to 55-19 when Rob¬ 
inson got free for a layup 
with 6:00 left in the third 
frame, invoking the run¬ 
ning-clock “mercy rule.” 

Anderson’s lead topped 
out at 40 points on two 
occasions. 

Robinson led all scorers 
with 19 points. She popped 
three long-balls in five 
attempts. She also hit 5-of-7 
shots inside the arc. 

“Corrin led like a senior 
should today,” Birdwhistell 
said. “She backed it all up 
with her play. In the Bour¬ 
bon County Tournament, 
we started seeing the Corrin 
Robinson we know.” 

Robinson turned out to 
be the game’s only double¬ 
digit scorer, but the Lady 
Bearcats got 11 different 
players in the scoring col¬ 
umn and got 33 points off 
the bench. Eighth-grader 
Jaclynn Ruble came off the 
bench to score nine points

Shelby looks to blast Bearcats

To longtime Eighth Region bas¬ 
ketball fans, all of the pre-season 
prognostications had a familiar 
ring: Shelby County should contend 
for the regional championship. 

Younger fans might not under¬ 
stand the significance given that 
Shelby had largely struggled in the 
four seasons since splitting to form 
Collins. But last March, the district 
championship trophy went back to 
the east side of Shelby ville, where 
it had resided for 31 of the 35 years 
before the split. 

Anderson took the the titles in 
1985,1991,2003 and 2009. Shelby won 
every other crown from 1976-2010. 

Now Shelby, the only regional 
school with multiple state champion¬ 
ships, has eyes on heading back to the 
big show for the first time since 2010. 

Anderson coach Glen Drury says 
the Rockets could do just that. 

“They have got everything you 
need to win the championship,” he 
says. 

At least, that was the way things 
looked when school started. The 
Rockets had size inside with 6-foot-5 
center James Gordon, a junior, among 
others. Gordon had been slowed by a 
back injury early but is playing again. 
The athletic Kemar Mason, a senior, 
comes off the bench to give Shelby 
even more rim protection. 

However, talented point guard 
Malik Manica, another junior, suf¬ 
fered a knee injury playing football 
and has not suited up this season. 
Whether Manica, an ultra-quick and 


strong guard, returns before the post¬ 
season is not known. 

Still, Shelby was 10-3 after the 
weekend. One of the three losses was 
a 59-52 decision to Collins in Decem¬ 
ber. It dealt a serious blow to Shelby’s 
hope of earning the top seed in the 
30th District Tournament. 

“They are still good without Man¬ 
ica,” Drury said. “They have so much 
size that creates problems for us.” 

Drury says the key to 2014 is 
improvement, even in a seeding 
game. 

“The thing is to see how good you 
can be the last five games of the sea¬ 
son,” he said in reference to district 
and regional tournaments. “We have 
got to do a lot of things better.” 

Bearcats looking to add game 

Anderson County’s home game 
with Riverside Christian, scheduled 
for Dec. 29, was canceled and will not 
be made up. 

Some of the earliest printed Ander¬ 
son schedules also list a home game 
with St. Francis to be played on Tues¬ 
day, Jan. 13. That game was canceled 
as well. 

The Bearcats are looking for a 
replacement opponent, according to 
Drury. Jan. 13 is a possible date, but 
that had not been set at press time. 
Any schedule changes will be posted 
at www.theandersonnews.com as soon 
as possible after the information is 
received.

Lady Cats take on Collins, Mercer

Anderson County gets a chance to 
make its statement that it has every 
intention on continuing to rule the 
girls’ 30th District in 2015 Saturday 
afternoon. 

The Lady Bearcats host Collins at 
2:30 p.m. as part of a triple-header 
that begins with a freshman game 
at 11:30 a.m. The junior varsity teams 
play at 1 p.m. Collins finished the 
weekend at 8-4 and 0-1 in 30 th District 
play. 

“Collins is going to be a test for us,” 
Anderson coach Clay Birdwhistell 
says. “They are much improved over 
last year and (coach) Philip Conder 
does a great job getting them ready.” 

Junior guard Michelle Roberts 
could pose some major problems 
for the Lady Cats. Roberts has been 
playing varsity basketball since the 
eighth-grade and is an athletic slasher 
unlike any Anderson has seen so far. 

“Roberts is one of the best play¬ 
ers in the region,” he said. “They 
have some other nice players. (Senior 
Mary) Borders can shoot.” 

Anderson, 8-6 through the week¬ 
end, has shown signs it is finding 
itself during a four-game winning 
streak going into Tuesday’s game at 
Franklin County. The Lady Bearcats 
should be favored to continue their 
dominance of Collins, which has 
never beaten Anderson since the 
school opened in 2010-11, a streak of 
10 games. 

Next Tuesday, the Lady Bearcats 
will face another stern test when 
they travel to Mercer County. Tip-off 
is set for 7:30 p.m. 


Mercer is widely considered one of 
the favorites to win the 12th Region 
but Birdwhistell believes Mercer has 
a very high ceiling. 

“I think they are Top 5 in the state. 
Last week, they beat Manual, who is 
loaded, by 11,” Birdwhistell said. 

While the pollsters don’t totally 
agree with Birdwhistell, they are not 
far apart. This week’s Associated Press 
poll has Mercer ranked sixth state¬ 
wide, the highest ranked team in cen¬ 
tral Kentucky. The Rating the State 
computer poll, released in Monday’s 
Lexington Herald-Leader, has Mercer 
ranked 10th. 

Actually, Mercer, which was 13-2 
through the weekend, defeated Man¬ 
ual, 53-38, in the championship game 
of the Lady Titan Holiday Clash on 
Dec. 30. Manual, at 11-3, is considered 
one of the top teams in Louisville. 

“They are very, very good,” Bird¬ 
whistell says of Mercer. 

How good? 

Senior Catheryne Claunch a major 
factor her first two seasons, sat out 
last season but has returned to the 
team. Birdwhistell says she is now 
coming off the bench. 

Freshman Seygan Robins has been 
impressive. “I think she is the best 
freshman in the state,” Birdwhistell 
says. 

Robins averages better than 14 
points a game while senior Heidi 
Huffman pours in 12. 

“They play 10 kids and have a lot 
of talent.,” Birdwhistell says. “They 
are very good.”

age and talent level,” Collins 
coach Chris Gaither said. “We 
knew they weren’t going 
to give up and they played 
extremely hard to get back 
into the game.” 

After Collins’ Jackson 
Test buried a three-pointer 
to put Collins up 5-2 in the 
first quarter, the Titans never 
trailed. While they were 
having trouble scoring them¬ 
selves, the Titans limited 
Anderson to four points in 
the first quarter and only 16 
in the first half. 

“Our defense was good,” 
Drury said, “but you have to 
give Collins a lot of credit (for 
the Bearcats’ offensive woes. 
They shut us down for three 
quarters. They held us to 
zilch offensively.” 

Gaither added, “I think 
our defense was very solid 
throughout the entire game 


in holding them at 29 percent 
from the field and 14 percent 
from three-point range.” 

Collins methodically 
pulled away, leading 11-4 
after a quarter and adding 
three points to the cushion in 
both of the next two periods. 
Senior Deion Cochran did 
most of the damage, slashing 
through the Bearcat defense 
for 24 points, hitting on 14-of- 
15 free throws. “When you 
make foul shots at that high 
a ratio, you will be a factor,” 
Drury said. “At the same 
time, he was 5-for-5 on twos.” 

Point guard Brent Kidwell 
added 11 points for the Titans, 
but it was center Mark Sor¬ 
rells who inflicted irrepa¬ 
rable damage. Sorrells also 
scored 11, hitting on 5-of-7 
shots, and pulled down seven 
rebounds. 

He repeatedly came up 
with the big play at crucial 
times for the Titans. 

“He was playing his role 
which is what Collins needs 
out of him,” Drurv said. “He 


played his role tremendously 
and he might have been the 
difference in the game.” 

Gaither agreed. “Mark 
has been progressing for our 
team throughout the season,” 
he said. “He is playing good 
defense and rebounding well 
for us. Mark is a very effi¬ 
cient player offensively when 
he gets scoring opportunities. 
... When he gets more than 
five shot attempts a game, he 
usually scores double figures 
for us.” 

However, the Bearcats 
also had an unlikely hero in 
senior guard Chris Sea. With 
Collins paying close attention 
to Anderson’s Austin Cum¬ 
mins, who has scored more 
than 40 points twice this year, 
Anderson struggled to score. 

Except for Sea, who had 
seen limited action before 
Saturday. Sea swished a trio 
of three-pointers, including 
two in Anderson’s furious 
comeback. 

“He hit some big shots,” 
Drurv noted. “Defensively, he 


wasn’t bad out there. When 
you are playing both sides of 
the ball, you are going to get 
some playing time. You have 
got to play that role that is 
needed.” 

As for Cummins, who was 
held to 13 points, Drury noted 
the Collins defense kept the 
sharp-shooter from getting on 
a roll. “They were definitely 
double- and triple-teaming 
him. He has got to be more 
of an assist artist, but at the 
same time, when he was 
doing that (the rest of the 
Bearcats) were missing. It is 
that double-edged sword.” 

Anderson did get a big 
game out of junior Dillon 
Harper, who scored 12 points 
and pulled in seven rebounds. 
It was undoubtedly one of 
his finest outings as a varsity 
player. 

“I think he is even better 
than that,” Drury said. “When 
he is competing as hard as he 
can, he is a factor in a high 
school game against good 
competition. He was a factor 


tonight and I think he can be 
a bigger factor.” 

Which is what Anderson 
hopes to be in district and 
regional play. Collins seems 
to have a strangle-hold on 
the district’s top seed and can 
clinch that spot by beating 
Spencer County Friday night 
in Shelby ville. 

Drury, however, sees things 
differently. “My take on that 
is it doesn’t matter this year,” 
Drury said of the seedings. 
“There is no automatic game 
because it is at Spencer. We 
are just out for improvement. 
Even in a district seeding 
game, our main thing is to 
improve.” 

For six minutes Friday 
night, the Bearcats showed 
how much they have 
improved this season. Unfor¬ 
tunately for them, the hole 
had already been dug.

Mountain Lion incident 
sparks debate 

Well, I’ve spent 
several hours reading 
through news articles 
concerning the 125- 
pound male mountain 
lion that the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife personnel shot 
out of a Bourbon Coun¬ 
ty tree on Dec. 15. It is 
apparently the first cou¬ 


gar found in Kentucky 
since the Civil War other 
than an apparent “pet 
mountain lion” that was 
hit on the road back in 
the 1990s. 

I’ve spent even more 
time reading the com¬ 
ments from the public 
regarding the heated 
debate of whether or 
not this big cat should 
have been killed, darted 
with a tranquilizer or 
left alone. It’s clearly a 
hot topic that, for some 
folks, appears to rank 
highly on the emotion 
scale. 

I’ll reserve judgment 
on the officers and per¬ 
sonnel that handled the 
situation that night in 
Bourbon County until 
more information can 
be made available. At 
first, it seems like a 
hasty decision to termi¬ 
nate the life of the pred¬ 
ator just because it hap¬ 
pened to be near where 
humans dwell. Notice I 
said “predator” because, 
first and foremost, that 
is why God made this 
creature. 

I also understand the 
ramifications of letting 
this predator get away 
and since it is just that, a 
predator, it might have 
wreaked havoc on local 
pets, livestock and pos¬ 
sibly human life. 

I can see both sides 
of the fence on this 
matter and will remain 
mostly safe sitting at 
the top of that fence 
until more informa¬ 
tion is known.

I was not there the 
night of Dec. 15 and nei¬ 
ther were most, if any, 
of the bloggers that are 
berating the officers 
involved. It may very 
well be a two-edged 
sword for those officers 
since either decision 
made, to kill or not to 
kill the big cat, would 
have drawn the disap¬ 
proval of someone. I 
personally want to 
believe they truly did 
what they felt needed to 
be done under the cir¬ 
cumstances. Maybe time 
and information will 
tell a different story but 
until then, cool heads 
and patience are a good 
thing. 

Fish and Wildlife 
Commission proposals 

The Commission met 
recently and has already 
proposed information 
and or changes regard¬ 
ing deer and elk hunting 
for the 2015-16 seasons. 

I don’t talk much about 
the elk seasons and 
draw process since I still 
don’t agree with the 
way things in Frankfort 
are handled when it 
comes to the so -called 
“random drawings” and 
the handing out of tags 
to big wigs. That being 
said, I’ll just relay to 


readers that the number 
of cow tags is planning 
to be reduced by 100 
tags to approximately 
910. 

The deer seasons are 
mainly for some zone 
changes and changes to 
some Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Areas across the 
state. Anderson County 
and most surrounding 
counties remain unaf¬ 
fected by the changes. 

Keep in mind that 
any changes proposed 
by the Commission 
are just that, proposals. 
Those proposals still 
have to go to the state 
legislature and run 
that gambit to get final 
approval. 

The Commission’s 
next meeting is sched¬ 
uled for Friday, March 
6, at 8:30 a.m. Meetings 
are held at the Arnold 
Mitchell Building at 
1 Sportsmen’s Lane in 
Frankfort at the Salato 
Center off US 60. 

Bear harvest 

Kentucky’s firearm 
season for black bear 
was held Dec. 13-15 
with nine bruins being 
checked in during those 
three days. Archery and 
crossbow hunters have 
tagged 10 bears to date 
bringing Kentucky’s 
total black bear harvest 
as of this writing to 19 
animals for 2014. Most 
of the bears are taken 
in extreme east and 
southeast Kentucky 
mountain counties. I 
was not able to make a 
trip to east Kentucky 
to hunt this year. I did 
have a nice 150-pound 
bear within 35 yards of 


me during my West Vir¬ 
ginia deer hunting trip 
but did not have a bear 
tag for 2014. Maybe next 
year for both states. 

Deer harvest 
numbers good 

I have yet to see a 
buck better than the 
one I put on my wall 
from the 2013 season so 
I have not fired a bullet 
or released arrow at a 
buck yet this year. My 
son Hunter and I are 
bow and crossbow hunt¬ 
ing for some freezer 
meat at this point. I 
have been able to put a 
couple of turkeys from 
the fall seasons in my 
belly or freezer. Late 
Christmas Day, Hunter 
and I ventured out and 
I was able to harvest a 
nice doe on our place 
right at dark with my 
Excalibur crossbow. 
Remember that Dec. 31 
is the last day of cross¬ 
bow season and Jan. 19 is 
the last day of the cur¬ 
rent archery season for 
deer and turkey. 

Kentucky’s deer 
hunters are having a 
good year to date. As of 
Christmas Day there 
have been just over 
135,300 deer checked 
in according to the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife’s 
telecheck system. Owen 
County leads the Blue- 
grass Region as well as 
the overall state total 
for deer harvested with 
over 3,400 and count¬ 
ing. Anderson County 
hunters have added 
1,870 deer to the total so 
far this season. Shelby 
County is closing in on 


2,500 deer harvested 
while Franklin County 
totals nearly 1,630. 
Washington and Nelson 
counties each have an 
outside chance of tag¬ 
ging 2,000 deer by sea¬ 
son’s end but Spencer 
County has only totaled 
about 1,400 so far. If 
the weather cooperates, 
we might be able to 
break last year’s total of 
144,409 deer harvested 
and telechecked.

Archery: Through Jan. 
19. 

Rabbit and Quail: 

Last day of season is Jan. 
31 (Eastern Zone). 

Squirrel: Last day of 
season is Feb. 28. 

Tr apping/F ur bearers 
hunting and trapping:

28. 

Duck: Last day of 
season is Jan. 25 (Zone 
dependent). 

Goose: Last day of 
season is Jan. 31 (Zone 
dependent).

Annual fishing forecast a welcome break from winter blahs

At about the time 
when the winter boat 
show season starts to 
crank up, the annual 
fishing forecast for Ken¬ 
tucky’s major fisheries 
arrives as another wel¬ 
come diversion from the 
winter doldrums. 

Produced by the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources, it’s a valu¬ 
able resource for anglers 
who want to be in the 
know and plan ahead. 
The forecast is available 
online at fw.ky.gov. 

The 2015 edition 
highlights new and 
expanding fisheries and 
late winter and early 
spring hot spots. A spe¬ 
cial section makes it 
easy to identify where 
the best fishing can be 
expected for each spe¬ 
cies while the new up- 
and-comers section spot¬ 
lights lakes and rivers 
that showed improve¬ 
ment last year. For 
instance: the forecast for 
crannie has imnroved 


from good to excellent 
at Lake Cumberland, 
Cave Run and Fishtrap 
lakes in 2015. 

Here are a few other 
fisheries-related items to 
follow in 2015. 

Hatchery Creek res¬ 
toration: Anglers know 
the Cumberland River 
below Wolf Creek Dam 
as a world-class trout 
fishery. An improved 
Hatchery Creek will be 
another reason to visit 
the area. 

Fed by the outflow 
from Wolf Creek Nation¬ 
al Fish Hatchery, located 
at the base of the dam, 
the creek is being 
transformed through 
a project undertaken 
by Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife, the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

It includes construc¬ 
tion of a new channel to 
divert the creek away 
from a heavily-eroded 
ravine that deposits 
sediment into the Cum¬ 
berland River below 
Lake Cumberland. 

The new channel will 
meander for more than 


a mile below the upper 
rip-rap area of the creek 
through riffles and 
pools before emptying 
into the river. One of the 
goals is to create stream 
conditions that foster 
natural reproduction of 
trout. 

Construction began 
in August. 

“I would say we’re 
doing very well and 
making good progress,” 
said Mike Hardin, Assis¬ 
tant Fisheries Director 
for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “Ideally, we’ll 
finish up most of the 
work by spring or sum¬ 
mer and hopefully have 
enough of a growing 
season that we can let 
some vegetation get 
established and grow to 
stabilize the site before 
turning water loose in 
it.” 

Stocking will be 
dependent upon the 
natural migration of 
trout from the river into 
the new creek from the 
time the project is com¬ 
pleted to the time the 
new channel opens to 
the public. 

Anglers can track the 


progress of the Hatchery 
Creek Stream and Wet¬ 
land Restoration Project 
by visiting Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s web¬ 
site. On the homepage, 
click the “Fish” tab and 
choose “Hatchery Creek 
Stream Project” from 
the dropdown menu. 

Improving fish habi¬ 
tat at Cave Run: The 
project to improve fish¬ 
ing at Cave Run Lake by 
increasing the amount 
of habitat available for 
fish will see two more 
areas completed by the 
summer of 2015. Much 
of the work will be simi¬ 
lar to this past year with 
cedar trees, cable spools, 
stake buckets and other 
structure being placed 
in the water to attract 
fish. 

“We also have a few 
new things including 
large concrete culverts 
and hardwood stumps,” 
said Tom Timmermann, 
northeastern fisheries 
district biologist with 
Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “We really 
hope to increase the size 
of the materials we’re 
usine now that we know 


some of the limitations 
of the habitat barge and 
our crews.” 

The first phase of 
the large-scale habitat 
project created two 
nearly mile-long reefs 
from Stoney Cove near 
the dam to Adam’s Point 
and in the Clay Lick 
area in 2014. 

Scott’s Creek, Warix 
Run and Zilpo Flats 
are potential sites for 
the 2015 work, which 
will improve another 
roughly two miles of 
shoreline. Project leaders 
will take angler prefer¬ 
ence into consideration 
before making a final 
decision. 

More information 
about the Cave Run 
Lake habitat project, 
including a map that 
includes GPS coordi¬ 
nates for fish attracting 
structures, is available 
on the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife website. 

New mentoring pro¬ 
gram: Learning to fish 
can be an intimidating 
and frustrating experi¬ 
ence when you have 
little or no experience, 
and no one to coach vou 


along. A new mentor¬ 
ing program developed 
by Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife will strive to 
help accelerate the 
learning curve. 

The Angler’s Legacy 
program is slated to 
launch this spring and 
will be geared toward 
people ages 16 and older 
with limited or no previ¬ 
ous fishing experience. 
Skill-building courses 
will range from basic to 
complex. Information 
about the program will 
be available online at 
fw.ky.gov. 

“Our hope is that 
those who participate 
will gain the technical 
skills and confidence 
to adopt a lifelong fish¬ 
ing tradition,” said John 
Gutzeit, Aquatics Edu¬ 
cation Administrator 
for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “In the long 
term, the goal of the 
program is to develop 
into a self-sustaining 
mentor program for 
new anglers.”

Mystery deputy thanked for help

She didn’t know the 
name of the deputy 
who helped her during 
a remarkably difficult 
time, but she does now 

Indian Trail resident 
Sherry Richardson let 
her two dogs outside 
Dec. 18 while getting 
ready to go to work. One 
came back before she 
and her children had to 
leave, the other didn’t. 

“Sometimes he 
didn’t,” Richardson 
said of her Boston ter¬ 
rier, Rex. “I didn’t like 
leaving without him 
coming in, but I had 
my children with me 
because they were out 
of school and we had to 
get going.” 

With her children, 
ages 2 and 7, in her car, 
Richardson, a nurse, was 
driving on Broadway 
when they saw their dog 
lying dead in the road. 

“Unfortunately, they 
saw it all,” she said. “I 
was standing in the 
middle of the road very 
upset, and the children 
were screaming and cry¬ 
ing.

“I wasn’t sure how I 
was going to pick him 
up, and knew I wasn’t 
going to leave him there. 
That’s 
when a 
police offi¬ 
cer showed 
up. I didn’t 
know him, 
but he 
stopped, 
saw my 
children 
crying and 
upset and was just so 
nice to me. 

“He even offered to 
follow me home, get the 
dog out of the car and 
even bury him,” she 
said. “It made me feel 
good because I was alone 
with my two children. It 
was a very compassion¬ 
ate and awesome thing 
for him to do.” 

Richardson said the 
morning was still dark 
and she never did see 
the officer’s name on his 
uniform. 

“I just wanted to 
thank him for what he 
did,” she said. 

After hearing Rich¬ 
ardson’s story, The 
Anderson News contact¬ 
ed the city’s 911 Dispatch 


Center who checked call 
logs to determine the 
officer who helped her 
was deputy Tony Likens 
of the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

Contacted last week, 
Likens said he knew 
something was wrong 
when he approached 
Richardson’s car and 
saw her children crying. 

“When I pulled up I 
flipped on the lights in 
the back, not the front, 
so I wouldn’t scare the 
kids,” he said. 

“She was upset and 
didn’t know what to do.” 

Likens said it’s not 
uncommon for a police 
officer to help a person 
experiencing situations 
such as Richardson’s 
although doing so isn’t 
always acknowledged. 

“Most of the time 
police interactions are 
looked at as negative,” 
he said, “and some 
people only associate 
police with tickets and 
criminal activity. 

“We’re not just out 
there to arrest people. 
You try to do what you 
can to show people you 
care, and that helps put 
us in a positive roll with 


them. 

“Hopefully, her kids 
will remember that 
and say, ‘Hey, that offi¬ 
cer helped us out’ and 
realize we are the good 
guys.”
